S H O W M A N S H I P

Tea ching,by mea ns of th< radio has evidently run into 
some sna gs or has not come up to the expecta tions of the 
educators who have* resorted l<> this method of dissemina t­ 
ing knowledge. 
This surmise is suggested by the a ddress of 
J ohn El wood, vice president of the Na tiona l Broa dca sting 
Company, before the Institute of Educa tion bv radio at Ohio 
State University. 
Mr. El wood doesn’t censure or criticize the methods used 
by these educators but he gives a dvice in terms of pointed 
suggestions that should be heeded in a most friendly wa y. 
He say & tha t educators must be showmen as well as tea ch­ 
ers in the air; and that is the last thing that any educator 
has a ny desire to be. 
But it. must.be, sa ys Mr. Elwood. 
The public dema nds en­ 
terta inment of the radio a nd any depa rture from t hat meets 
with resistance from the listening a udience. 
“ Education by 
radio must therefore carry the suga r-coa ting of enterta in­ 
ment,’’ for “ when educa tion joins hands with radio it en­ 
ters the show business." 
And Mr. Elwood admits that this 
will be no easy adjustment for educa tion to make. 
Note this 
interesting sta tem ent: 
“ Now, broadcasting is a highly spe­ 
cia lized type of showma nship. 
Difficulties of effective pre­ 
sentation are vastly grea ter than those of the si a ge <>r the 
moving picture. 
Its technique must be polished to a much 
finer degree. 
Educa tion is, then, in a position of a ttempt­ 
ing to jump, psychologica lly, from little or no showma nship 
at all to the most highly technical form «»I showma nship 
which we know today. 
Jt is mighty lea p.” 
No educa tor need shrink from the term showma nship. 
It 
simply mea ns presenta tion, and the country’s whole educa ­ 
tional system is tending towa rd the more attractive and a p­ 
pea ling ioi rn oi presenta tion; but it is needed in a concen­ 
trated form over the radio.

This particular modernizing project 
is located in Plainfield. 
N. J , 
the 
architect being Mr. Lewis Bowman of 
Bronxv llle. N Y. 
Old Time Architecture 
Only a casual study of the illustra­ 
tion at the bottom is needed to d is­ 
close the ego of the building 
The 
ornate trim m ing, the little balconies 
the high pafrow windows with their 
lead ginss transom , light and rolling 
"butters all speak of the architecture 
ui long .ago. 
The general feeling of the resi­ 
dence is that of ostentatious display. 
It stood back from the street on the 
brow of a hill, lording ov er the slight 
\ alley below. 
A Co ntrast 
W hen the architect had redesigned 
’he exterior lines of the house and 
the builder had com pleted his work, a 
ictnarkable change had taken place 
in the old hom estead. 
The old cur- 
b y-cucs are gone, the ornate ginger­ 
bread trim m ing has been wiped off, 
and the sm all im practical balconies 
hav e disappeared. 
In their place is a handsom e, digni­ 
fied English type home of stone, stuc­ 
co and timbers. 
It. breathes an air of 
distinction and worth. 
Its ram bling 
mass inv ites rather than repels. 
In this modernizing project through 
the addition of a concrete terrace and 
a small addition a t the right the a p­ 
parent length of the house has been 
increased so th a t there is now an a t ­ 
m osphere th a t the home clings to the 
hilltop rath er th an th a t it perches 
boldly upright in position. 
The walls of the house liav e been 
smoothed off. 
Stucco takes the place 
of the form er construction of brick 
and shingle siding T he general shape 
of the roof and wings rem ains the 
same, howev er, and the after illustra­ 
tion is easily recognizable as being 
the present v ersion 
of the old m an­ 
sion. 
Dignified Entrance 
The old front porch w ith its sloping 
shingle roof and m achine turned pil­ 
lars has been discarded entirely. The 


entrance 
way 
is no w off a 
recessed 
porch 
behind a pair of sto ne arched 
openings. 
The balcony ov erhead has disap­ 
peared and now the roof line starts 
from the fiv e sashed window opening 
and sweeps down to project beyond 
the m ain portion of the house *ome 
four feet 
This slight projection has 
been carried ov er the new addition 
allowing a num ber of extra sq uare 
feet to the rooms in this section and 
increasing 
the effectiv eness 
of the 
residence’s appearance 
In general the window openings are 
the sam e as prev ious, but the old time 
wooden sash hav e been discarded In 
tav or ol steel fram ed casem ents with 
sm all panes and slender m unttn bars. 
The windows in th e gables are now 
mere v entilators rath er th an full size 
sash as was prev iously used. 
The new triple chim ney j>ots ov er 
the sq uare concreted stack is a m od­ 
ern touch. 
Tlie simple half timbered 
and stucco walls of the m ain wing 
reliev e the bareness th a t would oth er­ 
wise ensue if the entire wall 
area 
had been allowed to rem ain plain 
Tire concrete terrace with its solid 
concrete parapet becomes an integral 
part of the house and plays an effect­ 
iv e part in creating the desired a t­ 
mosphere of a ram bling home, 
Necessarily in such 
a m odernizing 
project, as thisfl the interior of the 
residence was im prov ed also

to an opening are the sign of an old 
style house 
Back in the day s of the 
W orlds Fair., high ceilings were the 
rule and logically 
the windo ws had to 
be high to conform.

sev eral are o ften placed in

o pening

eq uipped with weights so that they 
slide easily and o ften the lights in the 
upper sash 
are div ided by narro w

tection 
The new' treatm ent giv e a flood of 
natural light and fresh air to the in­ 
terior of th e building 
The m odern 
home is a bright, cheerful one and 
the windows play an im portant part 
in accom plishing th is effect.
